Washington, May 21.—Prohibition 
advocates in the house today won the 
first skirmish in a fight to force Presi- 
dent Wilson to exercise his war-time 
authority to prohibit the manufacture 
of light wines and beers as well as 
whisky, the distilling of which ceased 


last September under a_ presidential ! 


proclamation. 

Sitting as a committee of the whole, 
the house adopted, 69 to 58, an amend- 
ment to the food production bill pro- 
hibiting the expenditure of any part 
of the $11,000,000 the measure carries 
until the president issues a proclama- 
tion prohibiting the use of foodstuffs 
in the manufacture of intoxicating liq-

The amendment, offered by Repr-- 
sentative Randall, of California, pro- 
hibitionis:, will come to a record vote 
in the house before final passage of 
the bill and opponents expect to de- 
feat it then.

“You cannot hurry the president into 
issuing that proclamation by adopting 
this amendment,” Mr. Candler said. ‘i 
am convinced that the president will 
issue the proclamation whenever he 
believes it is necessary to conserve the 
supply of food.” > 

ltepresentative Randall was joined 
in support of his amendment by Rep- 
resentatives Caraway, of Arkansas, 
democrat, and Mondell, of Wyoming, 
republican. 

“With an intensive campaign of spy- 
ing into flour barrels and sugar bowls 
of every family in America,” said Mr. 
Randall, ‘‘the wholesale loss of food 
through the operation of the brew- 
eries, nine-tenths of whose product is 
German-owned and made, becomes a 
positive scandal.” 

Under an act of August 10, 1917, the 
president is authorized to prohibit by 
proclamation the use of foods in the 
manufacture of malt or vinous liquors 
when in his judgment he believes such 
action is necessary for the conserva- 
tion of food. 

“DRY” AMENDMENT 
BLOCKED IN LOUISIANA. 

Baton Rouge, La., May 21.—Ratifica- 
tion of the federal prohibition amend- 
ment by the Louvis:ana legislature at 
the present session apparently has been 
blocked, agcording to legislative lead- 
ers here téday. A thorough canvass of 
the senate, it was said, indicates that 
with twenty-one votes necessary in the 
upper house for ratification, supporters 
of the agendment could muster not 
more than nineteen. A disposition to 
compromisé and leave ratification to a 
vote of the people at the November 
election, a special session of the legis- 
lature to be called to act if ratification 
was favored, has been met by prohibi- 
tion leaders with the declaration that 
a referendum is illegal. A vote on the 
resolution for ratification of the amend- 
ment is expected this week.

On Trial for Sedition She 
Gives Views on the Causes 
of the War. 


Kansas City, Mo. May 21.—Mrs. 
Rose Pastor Stokes, on trial in fed- 
eral court here charged with violation 
of the espionage act, late tuday took 
the stand in her own behalf. Mrs. 
Stokes began her testimony by making 
statements similar to those she is al- 
leged to have made in an address be- 
fore the Women’s Dining club here last 
winter. She gave the jury her views 
on socialism, the causes of the war 


and the reason for America’s entrance. 
Mrs. Stokes’ remarks at the dinner 
aecording to federal officials, 
were partly responsible for her arrest 
and indictment. 
Court adjourned Mrs. Stokes 
still on the stand. will continue

Opposed to War In General. 

In her address to the club Mrs. 
Stokes testified she denounced ‘ capi- 
talism and profiteers. She declared 
she was not opposed to America’s en- 
try into the war, but that she was 
opposed to the war in general. 


“I told them,” she said, “that pres- 
sure to dispose of surplus products 
created cnmuty and strife.’’ 

She said rivalry for markets was 
the basic cause of the war. 

“No government ever declares war 
for purely idealistic reasons and 
America did not do so until a vital in- 
terest was affected and the submarine 
threatened commerce,” she testified 
was one paragraph of her speech, add- 
ing that she asserted the people, as 
distinct from the government, had to 
go to war for an ideal and that when 
President Witson” uttered the Watch-| 
word, “make the world safe for democ- 
racy,’ they responded. 

“Can you imagine getting the peo<« 
pie to fight undér such a slegan as 
‘Morgan's Millions? she gaid she asked 
the diners. “I told them that with 
such a watchword not a baker’s dozen 
could have been led to war,” she added 

Mrs. Stokes denied she had at any 
time spoken of ithe Red Cross and wf 
the food and fuel administrations as 
“war camouflage,” or had desired that 
Germany win the war, as charged. She 
also denied thait she had criticised Pres.- 
ident Wilson’s attrtude toward the war. 
She declared she had subscribed to the 
Red Cross and had taken Liberty bonds 
on the first and second issues. 


Half Naked for Years. 

A considerable part of Mrs. Stokes’ 
testimony was devoted to sxetching her 
iife. Born in Russia, she was brought 
to America at the age of 11 when she 


worked as a cigarmaker in Cleveland, 
Ohio. 

“For twelve years,” she declared, “I 
was half naked, ill-nourished and poor- 
ly-clad. I worked by night as well as 
by day to help piec2 out my family’s 
existence. I never had anything I 
wanted. 

“But the moment I left the working 
class and emtered ithe leisure class (Tre- 
ferring to her marriage to J. G. Phelps 
Stokes, wealthy socialist of New York’), 
I had all the money, all the clothes, in 
a word, everything I wanted. I real 
‘zed itthen that conditions were unjust 
and not above criticism.” 

Mrs. Stokes testified that Woodrow 
Wilson’s new book, “The New Free- 
dom,” had been instrumental in shaping 
her views on capitalism, and extracis 
from the book were read to the jury. 
It was explained the book was written 
before the war. 

Mrs. Stokes was preceded on the 
stand by two witnesses for the defense, 
Miss Florence Kelly, a New York settle- 
ment worker, and Arthur Kellogg, con. 
nected with The Survey, a magazine de- 
voted to social service. who testified 
to Mrs. Stokes’ good character.

SHIPMENTS TO LEAVE 
FROM SAVANNAH PORT 


Surplus, for Which Cash 
Wart Re Paid, Accumulated 
as Result of Conservation 
Practiced by People of 


This State. 


Announcement was made here last 
night by the federal food administra- 
tion that ten million pounds of flour, 
representing a surplus supply in the 
hands of wholesale and retail dealers 
in Georgia, is to be purchased at once 
by =the United States government 
through Dr. A. M. Soule, federal food 
administrator for Georgia, and shipped 
to Savannah for transport to France 
for the use of the armies of America 
and the Allies, as well as the civil 
population. 

John E Talmadge, Jr., of Athens, 
state grocers’ representative of the 
federal food administration for Geor- 
gia, will handle the details of assem- 
bling and purchasing the flour, and 


will direct the shipments from. various | 
rpoints in thé state to Savannah. The 


purchases will be made from whole- 
sale and retail dealers. 
Great Accumulation. 

The surplus of. 10,000,000 pounds, or 
50,000 barrels, now on hand in Georgia, 
has accumulated here as a direct result 
of the wonderful extent to which the 
people of the state have complied with 
the government's request for reduced 
consumption of flour. 

The fact that the surplus existed 
in the state was brought to light by 
the recent inventory closed on April 
15. In that inventory all wholesale 
and retail dealers, as well as all heads 
of families, were required to report to 
the food administration all flour on 
hand in excess of a month’s supply. 
Throughout the state the dealers and 
heads of families responded to the call 
with remarkable willingness. In view 
of the surplus as then disclosed, the 
food administration, seeing that. Geor- 
gia then had on hand a much larger 
quantity than actually needed to sup- 
ply the allowance, announced an em- 
bargo on the further shipment of flour 
into the state. This embargo released 
large quantities of flour for shipment 
overseas. 

It was expected by the food admin- 
istration that the embargo would re- 
sult in the absorption of the surplus 
supply of flour on hand in Georgia, 
but on the contrary, the people have 
continued to comserve flour to such 
an extent that a surplus of ten mil- 
lion pounds is still in the hands of 
dealers. Many of them have found 
that their stocks’ are in danger of 
deterioration because the people are 
buying in such small quantities. These 
are the dealers from whom, among 
others, the government purchase will 
be made. 

All dealers having a surplus are re- 
quested to communicate at once with 
John E. Talmadge, Jr., in Athens, pro- 
vided the dealers in a city or town 
can put together their respective sur- 
plus supplies and make up not less 
than a carload shipment. The govern- 
ment will pay cash for the flour. 

Leave From Savannah. 

The shipments will go to Savannah 
as priority war shipments, will be load- 
ed at once into waiting steamers and 
the first cargoes will probably be in 
France within ten days.

Among other dealers from whom the 
government will purchase flour to make 
up the great shipment is the Copeland 
Grocery company, of Elberton. Some 
time ago it developed that this concern 
had 7,000 barrels of flour in excess of 
the food administration’s allowance. On 
its face this case appeared to be an in- 
stance of hoarding, but when investi- 
gation was made it developed that the 
company had bought to supply normal 
requirements of the trade, then’ the 
trade cut down its consumption of 
flour in accordance with the food ad- 
ministration’s regulations, and _ the 
company was left with a surplus,on 
hand. It further developed that the

For the most part the Germans have 
shown but little of their habitual fight- 
ing spirit along the line in France. 
They have been thrust back in four 
sectors and the allies have succeeded 
in winning ground which will be of 
great importance in the future. But 
the Germans have counter attacked in 
only one’instance, and this movement 
was carried out’so slowly and with 
such lack of dash that it was easily 
broken up before the Teutons reached 
the new allied positions. 


FRENCH ATTACKS 
VERY SUCCESSFUL. 


The attacks by the French near 
Locre, on the northern side of the 
Lys salient and of the Australians be- 
fore Amiens, which have already been 
reported, now appear to have been 
more successful than at first under- 
stood. Near Locre the French have 
not only taken strongly fortified 
points, but they have made secure 
their lines on each side of Hill 44 
which they recaptured from the Ger- 
mans recently. The Australians, too, 
have won ground which is of tactical 
importance along the Amiens sector. 
They have gained higher ground which 
Jends itself well to defensive tactics 
and will be valuable when the time 
comes for stern battle there. 

The French still seem to be the most 
active of the forces of the entente 
nations. They have again engaged in 
raiding operations near Lassigny, on 
the flank of the German line as it 
stands since the advance toward 
Amiens. 

On the American front there has 
been the usual lively exchange of ar- 
tillery fire, but no infantry fighting 
hag occurred.

At the conclusion of the statement by 
Attorney Wimibish, Chairman Candler, 
of the commission, announced that the 
burden of proof was upon the power 
company to show that the _ increases 
ithey seek are justified by the facts in 
the case. H. M. Atkinson, chairman of 
the board of directors for the company, 
then took the stand as the first wit- 
ness and gave an exhaustive analysis of 
the reasons advanced which he claimed 
render these increases absolutely nec- 
essary. .

Washington, May 21.—-Every ralflroad 
president in the United States was re- 
lieved from active duty as executive 
manager of his road today by Director 
General McAdoo, who will appoint a 
federal director for each road, respon- 
sible only to the railroad adminis- 
tration. In many cases the president 
of the road may be named federal 
director. 

To safeguard the interests of stock- 
holders and maintain the individuality 
of each railway,* federal directors 
whenever possible will be appointed, 
from among the operating officers of 
the property, the director general an- 
nounced. This will avoid disrupting 
any road’s working organization un- 
necessarily. 

Markham Goes te East. 

As another step in the reorganiza- 
tion of railway management, the direc- 
tor general ordered the creation of 
two new operating districts—the Al-

PLACING THE BLAME. 

‘A careful, unbiased, systematic investi- 
gation extending over a period of five 
months has convinced the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation of New York that the deplorable in- 


adequacy and gross inefficiency of the 
postal service is not, as Postmaster General 
Burleson has charged, attributable to the 
railroads, but to the fundamentally faulty 
poticy of the postal administration, and to 
nothing else. 

This opinion is general throughout the 
country; and the conclusions of the New 
York business men, based as they are upon 
proven facts, confirm a nation-wide convic- 
tion, founded upon abundant proof. In other 
words, this investigation affords nothing 
more than new corroborative evidence con- 
firmatory of that which preceded it. 

Diseussing the investigation editortalty, 
The New York Times, under the caption, 
“Why Mails Are Late,” said :— 

It is unfortunate that the postoffice 
department's air service enterprise is 
launched at the same tine that the Mer- 
chants’ association makes its formal in- 
dictment of the general efficiency of the 
postoffice. The association has been 
investigating for five months and has 
sent 10,000 test letters to 800 corre- 
spondents throughout the United States. 
The envelopes of the American Bankers’ 
association in twenty-three banking dis- 
tricts were examined and the records of 
the railways were compared for the pur- 
pose of discovering whether the railways 
or the pestoffice should be blamed for 
the irregularities. 

It was discovered that the postal car 
service had been reduced upon 1,612 
trains in a total of 6,636. In the attempt 
to reduce payments to the railways the 
mails were consolidated. The resuit was 
that the number of mails was reduced 
and that the mails were not “worked” on 
the railways as before. Hence, it follow- 
ed that there were delays at the points 
of departure and destination. The depart- 
ment blames the railways for the irregu- 
larities, but the association finds the 
railway service not the cause. 

Citing proof of how the current policy, 
while enabling the department to save 
money, impairs the efficiency of the service, 
The Times goes on truthfully and with potnt 
to say that— 

The people who use the mails do not 
approve of economy of that sort. The 
postoffice is rfot so poor that it needs to 
use such methods. First-class mail, mat- 
ter has increased a quarter, and the 
parcel post service 40 per cent, and the 
postoffice boasts its profits. It would be 
prudent to use the increased income in 
increasing efficiency, at least up to old 
standards. The disturbance due to the 
Geterioration of the service may be 
gauged by the statement that the ship- 
ping board conducts its correspondence 
between its Washington and New York 
affices by messenger. The postoffice is 
@ popular institution, and there is no 
disposition to be hypereritical. No crit- 
éciam is made of the personnel of the 
eervice, and the railways are acquitted. 

The fault, says The Times, “is~ funda- 
mental,” and “it ltes,” not with the railroads 
—because if it did the mails would be de 
laged only as are the trains carrying them— 
but “in the anti-railway policy of the de 
partment!” 

The Times concludes that “if the facts 
are as stated, the department must remedy 
the trouble, not for the sake of New York, 
but for the sake of the country, because 
every part ofthe country sends and recetves 
New York mail.” 

By no means is this insufferable condition 
limited to New York, or, for that matter, to 
any section.. It is general all over the coun- 
try; every community is suffering under it, 
and postal inefficiency affects every mail 
train and every postal route from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific and from Canada to the 
guit. : 

It is a condition that cannot be tolerated 
with safety; and, being fundamental, correc- 
tion of it must be fundamental. 

Postmaster General Burleson owes it to 
the country to apply the remedy; but‘if he is 

unwilling to change his policy—-which alone 
is responsible for the condition—then, it is

From Lord Dunmore the public will hear 
of his experiences as a soldier and as a 
shrewd observer through more than three 
years of practically continuous fighting on 


.the western front—continuous with the ex- 


ception of two intermissions while he was 
recovering from-battle wounds—and in the 
sightless eyes or otherwise maimed bodies 
of the one hundred “Blue Devils” who will 
be seated upon the stage, the public will be 
given an intimate and vivid understanding of 
what the war is and what it means to those 
who brave its hazards and its horrors. 

Those gallant fellows—every one of them, 
including Lord Dunmore—come to Atlanta 
as living—through the grace of Providence— 
exhibits of sacrifice; and they are. ‘coming 
not in their own interest, for they have done 
their part and are, at least for the time, out 
of the fighting; but in behalf of their equally 
brave comrades and co-combatants, now or 
to be in places of danger and death. 

It is not only an opportunity and a privi- 
lege for all. patriotic citizens to pay to those 
men the honor and respect that goes with 
attendance at tonight’s rally, but it is a 
duty; and, once in the hall, the very presence 
of those heroes should prove sufficient, even 
without Lord Dunmore’s appeal, to point 
every patriot his duty to the noble organiza- 
tion whose sole mission is to minister to 
others out in the places that the Huns have 
made into hells. 


MODERN FIRE FIGHTERS. 


Atlanta will today celebrate the first 
anniversary of the great fire—the most de 


structive in the city’s recent history—by 


exhibiting in parade through the downtown 
streets its fire-fighting apparatus, completely 
motorized. 

Only about onethird of the fire depart- 
ment’s equipment was motorized a year ago, 
which fact, authorities agree, probably en- 
tailed the loss of hundreds of thousands ef 
dollars’ worth of the property at that time. 

Since then, however, profiting by last 
year’s disastrous experience, the city has 
modernized its fire equipment, and there is 
today not a city in the south better fortified 
against conflagration, so far as quality of 
apparatus stands as a safeguard. 

The American LaFrance company, from 
which the new machines were procured, made 
an extraordinary effort to get them installed 
and ready for today’s demonstration, and, in 
view of manufacturing and transportation 
conditions due to the war, it is to be felici- 
tated upon its success, The apparatus is 
here on time, and when thoroughly tested 
out a few days ago, every piece was found 
to be in perfect working order and of the 
most approved type. 

The city is to be congratulated that it 
has taken this noteworthy stride in the di- 
rection of material progress. 


“NO BOMBPROOFS.”” 


The federal house of representatives did 
right in amending the appropriation bill for 
the department of agriculture so as to forbid 
the use of any of the money appropriated in 
paying salaries of departmental employees 
who have been given deferred classification 
in the army draft. 

The charge was made on the floor that 
more than 2,000 employees had been certi- 
fied for deferred classification, and that the 
section of the bill carrying an appropriation 
of $6,100,000 to promote conservation by 
county agents of the department would en- 
able still more men to find bomb-proof po- 
sitions. 

The country cannot at this critical time 
afford to stint the department of agriculture 
nor to impede its fullest possible operations; 
nor is there any disposition to do so. 

But it should not maintain cyclone cel- 
lars into which able-bodied military eligibles 
may take refuge to escape military service; 
and if there are any such in the department 
of agriculture, or in any other branch of the 
government, they should be eliminated. 

There are pienty of men who are above 
the 31-year-age limit, and plenty of women, 
too, whb are fully capable of performing the 
clerical, office and expert civilian work of 
the government, and upon their shoulders 
such work should be placed. | 

The place for the young fellows who are 
physically able to perform a man’s part is 
face to face with the Huns, and not in bomb- 
proof jobs which can easily be filled by men 
above the war draft age limit—or by com- 
petent women.

Voted Against County Unit Bill 
And Says He Is Glad of It 


Editor Constitution: I see an article in 
your paper by Dr. Royall J. Miller, in which 
he lauds the Neil primary bill, saying “It 
will work out the choice of the people.” 

Atlanta Glaims (and I never heard of her 
making a claim she did not verify) that Ful- 
ton county has 250,000 population. This 
doubtiess gives her at least 20,000 voters, 
and they are about as good and loyal voters 
as the average Georgia voter is, I suspect. 

These 20,000 voters will have 6 units to 


represent them; Wilkes county has 25,000 
population, with 1,600 voters; Lincoln county 
has some 10,000 population and some 750 
voters. These 2,400 voters of Wilkes and 
Lincoln will have 6 units to represent them. 
Suppose [Iulton polls her 20,000 for one man, 
and Wilkes and Lincoln poll their little 2,400 
for another; then, pray tell me, where Ful- 
ton’s ‘choice’ comes in? Its choice cannot 
come in under the Neil bill, for Wilkes and 
Lincoln's little batch step in and claim 560-50 
with Fulton. 

Thus it is seen that some 15,000 of the 
Fulton voters are as about as completely 
disfranchised as a yaller dog. 

Fulton's case is a little vivid; yet, there 
are half of the counties in the state in the 
same boat. I have no data at hand, yet there 
must be at least a million more population 
in Georgia today than there were when the 
last constitution was adopted—at least, there 
has been a vast shifting of population since 
that date, and any county unit plan for ex- 
pressing the choice of the people of Georgia 
can be nothing’ but a fraud, until perhaps a 
readjustment of representation is made, and 
even then it would be a violent digression 
mg the old democratic priciple of majority 
rule. 

Am glad that I do not belong to that 
school who would penalize a town, city, 
county or country because they, by their 
thrift, energy and untiring labor, have suc- 
ceeded in making their wealth and popula- 
tion greater than that of their neighbors.

Dr.’ Belle Bennett Sends Message

To Women of Southern Methodism 


—_—_-_-— 


Predicting ultimate victory for the move- 


ment to grant laity rights to women of the” 


Methodist church, Dr. Belle H. Bennett, 
President of the Woman’s Council of the 
Church, in a message to the women of 
southern Methodism, nevertheless urges upon 


| them that success will depend on indefatig- 


able and patient work on their part. 

Dr. Bennett reviews the progress made 
by the memorial and petitions presented to 
the general conference in Atlanta, tells of 
the favor with which the movement was 
received by the delegates, of the passage of 
the memorial by a large majority amid great 
enthusiasm, of the veto by the bishops on 
aonstitutional grounds, of the overriding of 


the veto by a large majority, with the re-- 


sult that the matter is passed down to the 
annual conferences, where it will require a 
two-thirds vote by all the members. Despite 
the assurances she has received that the 
measure will be passed by the annual con- 
ferences, Dr. Bennett feels that ultimate 
Success can only be assured by the hanfi work 
on the part of friends of the cause. Her 
message follows: 
Dr. Bennett's Message. 

“The committee appointed by the Wom- 
an’s Missionary council at its last session, 
held in Knoxville, Tenn., April 3-12, to attend 
the General Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, in the interest of 
the legislation touching the woman’s work 
of the church, reached Atlanta, Ga., the seat 
of the conference, on the first day of the 
session. 

“The memorial and petitions presented by 
the women were referred to the proper com- 
mittees, and later reached the body for ac- 
tion. All of the requests touching the mis- 
sionary society were granted. 

“The memorial asking for full member- 
ship in the church for women created per- 
haps the greatest interest and warmest dis- 
cussion. 

“From the beginning, it was evident that 
a very large majority of the body was heart- 
ily in favor of granting laity rights to the 
women of the church. However, in a few 
days our committee was informed that some 
sharp opposition with regard to the form 
of the memorial and as. to its full meaning 
had developed in the committee on revisals, 
to which it had been referred. 

“On May 13 the measure came before the 
house, and, after less than thirty minutes’ 
debate, was passed by an. overwhelming 


majority, despite the fact that a ‘rider,’ in- | 


volving the constitution of 
missions, had been attached to it by the 
committee. When the chair announced that 
the measure was adopted, the enthusiasm 
of the men was so great that they rose from 
their seats and, turning to the women in the 
galleries, waved hands and handkerchiefs, 
cheering with hearty, sympathetic approval. 
Veto by Bishops. 

‘The following morning, in 4 formal pa- 
per, the college of bishops declared that the 
admittance of women to the councils of the 
church was a constitutional question, and 
could not be decided even by 4 two-thirds 
vote: of the general conference. The body 
immediately reaffirmed the action of the 
previous day, thereby ‘overruling the bishop 
veto,’ thus sending the matter down to the 
annual conferences for final decision. 

“By a resolution later in the session the 
bishops were requested to present the mat- 
ter to all the annual conferences of southern 
Methodism within the next twelve months. 

“a constitutional question thus referred 
to the annual conferences requires a two- 
thirds vote of all the members of al! the 
conferences to legalize the change. 

“Many prominent friends of the 
said that the ‘men so sincerely and earnest- 
ly desired to give the women full member- 
ship in the church it was evident that it 
would pass the annual conferences by a 
large majority.’ 

“While the women of the 
believe that God’s time has come for woman 
to assume her full responsibility in the 
church, they realize that it means indefatig- 
able and patient work on the part of the 
friends of the cause, both men and women, 
to clearly present the issue to the eight or 
nine thousand preachers and who 
compose the conferences, and in whose hands, 
under God, rests the final decision. 

“My appeal to the church now is for con- 
stant and united prayer thit the Holy Spirit 
may guide and direct in all this work, and 
that through the iong effort that has been 
made and the final result that will inevita- 
bly the spiritual life of the 
may be quickened and the name of Jesus, the 
Savior and Liberator of women, may be 
glorified until the kingdoms of this world 
shail become the Kingdoms of our Lord and 
His Christ.

The return of the refugees to Belgium 


and France holds the essence of a thousand | 


tragedies. From the days of Homer down to 
Longfellow with his story of Evangeline, 
literature has recounted the sad lot of lov- 
ers torn from one another’s arms and all 
the rest of their lives going every whither 
in search of the beloved one, onty to find the 
lost and loved when it was too late. But 
nothing in literature is so tragic as the 
events now going on from week to week in 
the towns on the frontier of Switzerland. 
When the Germans raped Belgium and north 
France they sent back to the rear trenches

Multitudes of these girls have died of abuse | 
and cruelty, but others, broken in body and | 


spirit, are returning for an interval that is 
brief and heart-breaking before the end 
comes. 

Three weeks ago an old friend rcturned 
from his Red Cross work in France. By in- 
vitation of a government official, he visited 
a town on the frontier through which the 
refugees released by Germany were return- 
ing to France. It seemed that during the 
month of September, 1914, the Germans had 
carried away a number of girls and young 
women in a village northeast of Luneville. 
When the French officials finiShed their in- 
quiry as to the poor, broken creatures re- 
turning to France they found a French 
woman, clothed in rags, emaciated, and sick 
unto. death.: In her arms she held a little 
babe a few weeks old. Its tiny wrists were 
scarcely larger than lead pencils. The child 
moaned incessantly. The mother was too 
thin and weak to do more than answer the 
simple questions as to her name, age, par- 
ents and husband. Moved with the sense of 
compassion, the French official soon found 
in his index the name of her husband, the 
number of hia company, and telegraphed to 
the young soldier’s superior officer, asking 
that the boy might be sent forward to the 
receiving station to take his wife back to 
some friends, since the Germans had de- 
stroyed his village. By some unfortunate 
blunder, the official gave no hint of the real 
facts in the case. Filled with high hope, 
burning with enthusiasm, exhaling in happi- 
ness that cannot be described, the bronzed 
farmer-soldier stepped down from the car, 
to find the French official waiting to con- 
duct him to one of the houses of refuge 
where his young wife was waiting. 

My American Red Cross friend witnessed 
the meeting between the giri and her hus- 
band. When the fine young soldier entered 
the room he saw a poor, broken, spent, miser- 
able creature, too weak to do more than 
whisper his name. When the young man 
saw that tiny German babe in his young 
wife’s arms he started as if he had been 
stumg by a scorpion. Lifting his hands above 
hie head, he uttered an exclamation of hor- 
ror. In utter amazement, he started back, 
overwhelmed with revulsion, anguish and 
terror. Gonme—the beauty and comeliness of 
the young wife! Gone her health and her 
allurement! Perished all her loveliness! Her 
garments were the garments of a scarecrow.

THE PREVENTION OF GOITRE. 

Thyroid gland enlargement, or goitre, is 
apparently becoming more prevalent 
throughout the United States Canada, 
but particularly inland from the seacoast. 
In the Great Lakes basin goitre is perhaps 
more prevalent than anywhere else in Amer- 
ica. Drs. Marine, Kimball and David re- 
cently contributed to the “Journal of Lab- 
Oratory and Clinical Medicine” an interest- 
ing report of a census of the state of the 
thyroid gland in girls five to twelve years 
old in the public school of a Great Lakes 
basin city, showing that 56 per cent of the 
girl (2,184 girls) had enlarged thyroids. A 
Systematic scheme of iodine administration 
has proved efficacious in preventing the de- 
velopment of goitre in girls showing such a 
tendency. 

These investigators note that the sheep 
raising industry was seriously threatened 
in Michigan prior to the discovery and de- 
velopment of the salt industry there, and 
the salt contained minute traces of iodine, 
sufficient to prevent egoitre in the sheep. 
Minute traces of tincture of iodine added to 
the water in trout hateheries has pre- 
vented goitre in trout. 

Chemical analysis of the tissue of en- 
larged thyroid glands has demuonstrated a 
deficiency in the normal amount of 
present in the gland. 

One theory advanced to explain 
goitre far inland from 
sea, as in the Great Lakes region, and in 
Switzerland, for instance, is that the food 
supply is deficient in available iodine. Euro- 
pean students of the question have asserted 
that goitre may be prevented or cured if 
the patient can have sea food several times 
a week-—any fish or crustacean from the 
sea. Sea water contains considerable iodine, 
and idoine for commerce is obtained from 
kelp, a sea weed. 

We are speaking here of simple enlarge- 
ment of the thyroid, or “large neck,” and not 
of exophthalmic goitre or _ cystic goitre, 
which are quite different. 

It would be a dangerous venture to feed 
a child any form of iodine or any iodide 
or to apply iodine externally, excepting un- 
der medical supervision. The unintelligent 
use of this remedy has done a great deal 
of harm by lighting up simple goitre into 
exophthalmic goitre, with disastrous effect 
upon the health.

Washington, May 21.—<(Special.)—The new 
government regulation ¥Fprohibiting the use 
of bituminous products for road construc 
tion, except upon permits, is a sweeping one, 
and will no doubt turn the demands general- 
ly to other road-building material. 

Upward of a billion dollars is the valua- 
tion placed by officials of the office of 
public roads upon bituminous macadam 
roads in this country requiring for ‘their 
maintenance asphalt, road binders, road oils, 
tar binders, or dressings. The plan to issue 
permits is designed prevent further de- 
terioration of these and at the same 
time endeavor to satisfy fully the fuel oil 
requirements of the army and navy, the 
essential war industries, and the allies. 

The United Sates is being drawn 
upon to a constantly ne extent for 
petroleum products, especially fuel ofl, 
cording to officiais ig the ot! division of the 
fuel administration. The supply of bitumi- 
nous products is so !imited that it is re- 
quested that all new road construction in- 
volving these materials be deferred this year, 
except in Where such ia neces- 
sary toward the winning of the war. Prefer- 
ence will be given to materials wanted for 
maintenance anid repair work. 

Forms on which all applicants for petro- 
leum, asphalt or tar products for highway 
work must be have supplied to 
the state highway department, and additional 
obtained from the office of 
public roads. These forms require detailed 
information as to the length, location, gen- 
eral uses and military necessity of highways 
to be built, maintained, or repaired .

No Extra-Duty Pay 
For Enlisted Men. 


The Constitution has been asked if extra- 
duty pay is permissible to enlisted men Na& 
The judge advocate general has already de- 
livered an opinion on this specific subject. 

A number of enlisted men were required 
by the military authorities to unload cer- 
tain lighters containing signal corps supplies 
because it was considered an undesirable 
risk as well as slow handling to have the 
railroads do this work. Inasmuch as it wag 
the duty of the railroad company to unload 
the lighters the company paid for the ser- 
vices of the soldiers, and a part of the sum 
so paid was expended for the convenience of 
the soldiers in connection with their work. 
It was held that such soldiers were not en- 
titled to extra-duty pay, since it was their 
duty to carry out their orders without any 
additional compensation; accordingly ai- 
though it was proper to use so much of the 
fund as was necessary to provide the men 
with subsistence and to pay such Other ex- 
penses as were necessarily incident thereto 
there was no justification. for distributing 
the balance of this money among such sol.

Mrs. R. A. Barrett, of 74 Vedado way, 
Atlanta. 

At the time of his death IAeutenant 
Barrétt had gone wp in his machine 
to bomb and machine gun the advanc- 
ing Germans. Caught in a sudden fog 
which came across thé battle field, he 
attempted to alight, and by sheer ill 
luck his aifplane struck a tree in de- 
scending and he and his observer, 
lAeutenant C. A. Procter, were both in- 
stantly killed. 

This information is contained in a4 
letter received by Mr. Barrett ffom 
Major J. Bernard Solomon, in com- 
mand of the squadron to which Lieu- 
tenant Barrett was attached, which 
gives details of the accident previously 
announced to his parents in a brief 
cable from the war office. 

Lieutenant Barrett left Atlanta 
about seven years ago, going to Chest- 
nut Hill academy, Philadelphia, from 
which place he graduatéd in the aca- 
demic course in June, 1913. In Sep- 
tember of the same year he entered 
Vanderbilt university, and was there 
when America entered the war. He 
immediately endeavored to get into 
the American aviation service, but aft- 
er several trips to Washington and 
Memphis, and after repeated post- 
ponmements on his application, he de- 
cided that he would go to Franca in 
the quickést way possible, and entered 
the British aviation service, beihg 
trained in Canada and Texas. 

In letters received from England, 
Lieutenant Barrett’s parents have been 
informed that their son was one of the 
three beat pilots in that country pre- 
vious to his departure for France. He 
was sent over with four planes of a 
new and improved type, in response to 
a call from the front for “the seven 
best air fighters you have,” 

Mr. Barrett, in expressing his feel- 
anes upon the news of his son's death, 
said: 


“He was trying to de his duty. It 
wrung my heart to see him go, but it 
would have err my soul had he 
stayed at ho 

lieutenant “Barrett has a brother, 
Liéutenant A. W. Barrett, first 
trench mortar battery, first division of 
the American Expeditionary Force, 
who has been in active service with 
Pershing’s men for the past four 
months.

No Steamers Allowed to Sail. 
Request by Holland Refused: 
by United States. 


The Hague, May 21.—The Dutch 
government has prohibited the _ sail- 
ings of all Dutch steamships from 
Dutch ports. Sailing vessels and 
coastal fishing craft are excepted from 
the ruling. 

Holland’s Reqdest Refused. 

Washington, May 21.—Holland has 
been notified by the United States gov- 
ernment that her request for three 
ships now in American ports to carry 
the balance of thé grain promised her 
by President Wilson cannot be grant- 
ed, and that to prevent further delay 
in the movement of the’ grain Dutch 
ships should be sent fer it at once. 

The fact that this step had been 
taken became known today soon after 
the receipt of préss dispatches an- 
nouncing that The Netherlands govern- 
ment had prohibited the departure of 
Dutch ships from its ports. Officials 
were at a loss to understand the mean- 
ing of Holland’s action, though it was 
assumed that the attitude of Germany 
was responsible. 

More than 400,000 tons. of Dutch 
shipping are idle in Dutch ports, ac- 
cording to information in the posses- 
sion of the state department. It is 
from this fleet of tied up tonnage that 
the war trade board holds the ships 
necessary to transport the grain must 
be taken. 

Fifteen thousand tons of céreals are 
at ports of embarkation for Holland, 
and by the time ships come for it there 
will be enough to make up the 36,000 
tons remainiing to be supplied of the 
59,000 tons promised. Holland has been 


warned that. this mpey cannot be 
maintained indefinitely. 


Replacing Ships Wanted. 


The state deparment pointed out to 
The Netherlands government that as a 
special concession to provide (for 
urgent needs of that country the war 
trade board permitted the departure 
from the United States of three ships 
with 14,000 tons of cereals on condi- 
tion that replacing ships would be sent 
from Dutch ports simultaneously. 

In addition to the grain from this 
country being accumulated at Atlan- 
tie ports, 50,000 tons are being concen- 
trated at Argentine ports.

This estimate was made 
today by Provost Marshal General

“General Crowder’s estimate was 
based on the fact that almost 10,000,- 
000 men registered last year. his 
mumber included all between 21 and 
31. Statistics collected by General 
Crowder’s office show that a little 
more than 10 per cent of these men 
were 21 years old.

“Under President Wilson's proclama- 
tion, all male persons, citizens or 
aliens, must register. The only per- 
sons excepted are officers and enlisted 
men of the regular army, navy and 
marine corps, and the national guard 
and naval militia, while in federal 
service, and officers of the officers’ 
reserve corps and enlisted men in the 
enlisted reserve corps while in active 
service. 

“General Crowder plans to have the 
local boards keep their offices opened 
for registration purposes between 7 
a. m and 9 p. m. on June 5. Between 
those hours all young men who were 
born between June 5, 1896, and June 6, 
1897, must register. These men are 
subject to the provisions of the selec- 
tive service act, under which the first 
registration was held.”

STANLEY IN WASHINGTON 
FOR LABOR CONFERENCE

The people of Georgia, says Commis- 
sioner Stanley, are patriotic and are 
willing that Georgia shall furnish her 
proportion of labor, but they wish toe 
know what that proportion is and then 
supply that amount with the least 
possible hardship to Georgia industries.

Johnson Tricd to Buy Poison. 


Dr. Alvin Patterson, a druggist of 
Middlesex, testified that on December 
$8 Johnson sought to purchase. from 
him the poison from which the state 
comtends Mrs. Johnson died. Patter- 
son had none in stock, but offered to 
order itt. Johnson, he added, never re- 
turned for that particular drug, but on 
December 20 purchased another kind of 
poisonous drug. 

Dr. J. R. McAuley testified that on 
December 11, the day of the night she 
died, Mrs. Johnson had been especially 
cheerful. This was introduced by the 
prosecaition to combat possible evidence 
of the defemse seeking to show Mrs. 
Johnson killed herself afitter worrying 
over the chances of her husband being 
drafted. 

Letters written to Dr. Johnson by 
his wife, Alice Knight Johnson, before 
their marriage last September,’ will 
ibe offered in evidence by Johnson's 
lawvers at his trial. 

Attorney Woodard, of the defense, 
had a packet of Mrs. Johnson's letters 
with him in the courtroom today. “We 
did not think it would be necessary to 
use them, and did not want to do so, 
but there seems no way out of it,” said 
the lawyer. 

The letters, it was said, have a direct 
bearing on a theory that has been ad- 
vanced that Mrs. Johnson committed 
suicide or took a capsule containing 
poison by mistake. 

Also the letters will explain, it was 
asserted, why Dr. Johnson wrote before 
attempting to kill himself in Wilson, 
N. C., that he had been “caught in a 
trap.”
